IX  I^>-5,  llic  \ill:iL;L'  of  Limca^tcr  coiitaiiu'd  | 
ho II MS,  mosl  oi  iIk'ih  rhL'aj)l\'  hiiilt,  and  iinpainte-cl . 
There  were  two  ta\eriis.  Tlu;  >laL;e  tavern  at  the 
north  enil  of  t!ie  \  ilhi;4e,  kept  h\-  William  C'ar;j;ill, 
stan(lin<4"  wliere  |  acoh  nentiMTs  house  now  does. 
This  ])nildini;  was  in«)\ed  a  little  fartlua'  north,  anil 
Is  now  oecu[)ied  as  a  tenement  house.  Tlu-  otlu  r 
was  the  Ameriean  House  ke[)l  hy  Samuel  W  hite. 
This  l)uil(iin^-  was  j)arll\'  destroyed  hv  lire,  and  has 
latel)'  heen  taken  down. 

'Idiere  wasonls  one  ehui\  h  in  the  \  llla^-e,  a  lar;^e, 
unlinished  huildini;,  standing;  on  sand  hill,  ah(uit 
where  the  meet  im^diousi'  eoimnon  i^  now.  The 
hill  at  that  time  w  a  ^  \ei'\  sirup.  A  nnmlu  i  ui 
wooden  ^te[)s  led  up  to  tlie  meetiiiL;-  liouse.  1  du 
not  think  our  \illaL;e  forefathers  were  ver\  wise  in 
Ciioosiuo- sueh  an  ele\ ated  p(/^ition,  for  on  a  siuu- 
mer's  da\  the  \  iew  fi-om  the  iloor  must    ha\e    hri  n 
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so  hcautifiil  tlmt  I  am  sine  soiiic  were-  tL'mj)te'cl 
to  l)u  doorkeepers  in  llie  honse  of  llie  LurcT'  in- 
stead of  going-  ijiside.  Parson  W  illard  [jreaclied 
in  the  meeting-house  for  man)  \'ears  at  a  salar)  of 
$  I      a  year. 

I'his  building  was  erected  in  1791,  \\  heu  there 
were  onU'  26  \ oters  in  town.  In  iS.jO  the  old 
meeting-house  was  mo\ ed  down  tlie  hill,  lo  tlie 
spot  where  it  now  stands,  and  has  since  been  know  n 
as  the  tow^u  hall. 

There  was  a  Methodist  soeiet\  w  ho  held  ser\  ices 
in  tlie  court  house,  which  stood  where  Kind)all 
I'letcher's  house  now  does.  The  room  was 
warmed  l)\  a  potash  kettle  m\ cried  on  a  hrick 
arcli. 

Some  prominent  lawxers  attended  court  here 
about  the  time  I  am  w  riting  of,  Daniel  Webster, 
I.e\i  \W)odbury,  Ichabod  Uartlctt,  Joseph  iJell, 
airu)ng  the  number. 

(>en.  John    Wilson  was  clerk    of    the  Common 
Pleas  Court,  of  which  Arthur  Idxcrmore  was  chief 
justice.     AdinoN.  Hrackell  was  clerk  of  the  vSu[)c 
rior  Court,  William  Al.  llichardson,   chief  justice. 
Major  John  W^  W^ccks  was  sheriff. 

The  jail  stood  w  here  the  present  one  docs.  It 
was    built    of     hca\  V     hewed    timbers  of   elm.  It 
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was  used  foi'  53  years,  beiiiL;  l)uriil  in  iS:;vS. 

A  little  red  <4iin  house  st()(;d  w  here  the  I'nilariau 
ehureh  now  does,  w  here  a  l)ra>s  eaiuu)u  w  as  ke})!, 
used  by  the  ai  tillery  eoni[)au)  .  Tlie  postolliee  \\  as 
kept  in  the  south-west  i(H)in  in  the  J'letehei"  house. 
Samuel  A.  Peai'sou,  \\  ho  ihe  u  oeeupied  tlie  house, 
was  ])Ostniaster.  The  mail  soutli  w  ent  out  tw  ic  e  a 
week,  earried  in  a  two-horse  w  ai^ou,  and  was  ihi  ee 
days  in  j-eaehiu^-  Boston,  stopping-  ;il  lla\ei  hill  the 
Hrst,  and  Coueord  the  second  ni^lu.  The  mail  w  as 
eariied  to  Colehrook  once  a  week,  to  liethel  once  a 
week  on  tlie  way  to  Poitland,  ])y  a  man  on  hoise- 
haek. 

The  ])hysicians  weie  iJenjamin  II  unking-,  l^liplia- 
let  L\inan  and  Jacob  Stickne\,  who  went  iheii- 
rounds  on  hoiseback,  with  the  saddlel)a<;-  containing; 
their  medicine  sw  un^-  across  the  horse's  back. 

There  were  four  stores.  One  kept  b)  Perkins, 
r^astman  iK:  Co.,  a  building-  thai  was  situated  where 
Irvin<;-  Drew's  house  is  now.  Another  kept  b\ 
Benjamin  I^oardman,  in  w  h;il  is  now  known  as  the 
liix  house.  'Idle  oihn  Iw'*  were  at  the  ^outii  end 
of  the  \  illai^e,  and  kept  l)y  Samuel  W  bite  and 
1\  euben  vSte])henson. 

The  stcH'k  of  l;()0(1s  kept  was  \er>  small,  the 
sale   of    liipiors    making    an    imj)ortant  part  of  the 
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liadc.  There  was  no  law  Iij  ciit  oi"  icL^ulalr 
ihc  selling  of  lu|ii()i".  New  ICni;laii(l  nun  was  euii- 
sidc-red  essential  during  ha\  ingand  liar\ est irig.  (  "i- 
der  was  made  i'n  large  ({uanlities  and  used  ire^'U  in 
all  fai'iiier's  faniilies.  Kead\-niade  eUuhing  was 
unknown,  as  well  as  the  modern  mai  liine-made  hos- 
iei}'  for  underwear.  The  wool  and  llax  w  hicli  e\ - 
er\'  farmer  raised,  was  s))u.n  and  w()\en  into  elotli 
(he  husy  housewife  and  liei'  daiighlers.  A  lail- 
oress  went  from  house  to  house  mak  ing  this  cloth  iino 
garmenis  for  the  men  and  ho\s. 

Women,  for  ordinary  wear,  used  home-made  elotli, 
spun  and  wo\  en  h\  themseU  es.  I'dannc  l  for  w  inter 
and  linen  fahrics  ft)r  summer.  l)re  >ses  w  cn  e  made 
\  ei  \  [)lain,  six  to  sex  en  \  aids  of  elot  h,  three  -fourths 
wide,  was  eonsidered  a  large  pattern. 

I'^.x  ery  fall  the  shoemaker  w  eiit  with  liis  heneh 
and  t(jols  to  eaeh  house,  w  hen  a  corner  of  tlie 
kitchen  was  given  up  to  iiiui  until  the  famiU  were 
all  shod.  'I'he  shoemakei  s  w  ei  e  Samuel  llumu\, 
an  old  l^nglishman  from  Lond(;n,  llchei  l^lancliarii 
and  J  osiali  vSmith. 

There  was  no  wheelwriglit  or  competent  [)ainter 
in  the  place.  Judge  Lo\ejo)'  and  liichaid  lilastman 
were  house  car[)enters.  l^^phraim  Cross  manufact- 
ured liats  in  a  small  wa\  .     Allen  Smith  wassaddhi 
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:n\(l  liariRss  niakci".  W  arit'ii  lV>rU'i  had  a  hlacL- 
Muilli  slu)p  (opposite  his  lioiisc-  \\  hiL'h  is  now  occupied 
l)V  his  sou. 

Therci  was  a'L;i  i^t  inih  and  saw  mill  al  the  W^csson 
phicc,  ihc  miller,  Scpiiru  I)aii)\\  Another  ^risl  mill 
stood  where  the  present  one  does,  Mr.  (iieeideaf, 
<m  old,  \\  hitedieaded  i  e\ ol ut iona r\  \  etei  an,  heinj.; 
nnller. 

Tliere  was  a  clothing  mill  and  carding-  woi  k^ 
where  the  T^reeman  mill  is  now. 

The  waj^'cs  of  lahtnin^  men  was  lift\  cents  a 
da\'  and  hoard,  house  carj)enieis  and  most  mecliau- 
ics  commanded  one  dollar  a  (la\  and  hoard.  Tlie 
tailoress  and  dressmaker  considered  t  w  em  >' -ti \  cents 
a  da\'  auiple  remuneration  foi'  their  work.  vSe\  eut\  - 
li\e  cents  a  week  was  all  the  most  competent  liouse- 
maid  received. 

Only  a  few  remain  to  tell  us  of  the  old  da^  s. 
\earl}'  all  have  ^one     the  \va\  of  all  the  world.'' 

I'^ifl)-  }  ears  ha\  e  hroui^ht  *j,reat  changes,  not  onl\ 
to  this  \  illa^e,  hut  to  all   New   I'.n^land.      The  tail 
road,  telegi'aph  and  telej>ho,u.,  and  innuuu'raliK  in 
xentious  to  facilitate  lahor,  hct\  e  heen  inxented  w  ith- 
in that  time. 

l*roL^i"ession  is  seen  on  e\er\  hand  tlu'  old  mak- 
ing- way  for  tlie  new     which  is  as  it  should  he.

iMinnoiis  Stockwcll,  ihe  subject  of  this  sketch, 
u'as  horn  in  Pctcrsliani,  Ma>s.  As  he  w  as  hci  cft  of 
his  parents  at  an  carl>'  a^c,  he  w  as  l^ound  out  to 
serv  ice  chu'in<4"  his  minority'.  In  order  to  enc^ouraj^c 
eidist nients,  a  re^^uhilion  \\  as  nuide  that  indentured 
apprentices  should  he  entitled  to  theii  freedom  if 
they  would  enlist  in  the  public  ser\ iix'.  Stock  w  ell, 
altlu)ui4h  \  er\'  youn<^",  took  ad\anta;4e  of  this  [)ro- 
\  ision  \s  hich  <j;a\  e  him  his  lil)ert\  .  He  was  in  one 
of  the  e\[)echtions  whicii  W  ent  uj)  for  the  in\  asion 
of  Canada  durin«4"  the  l^rencli  w  ar.  On  returninj^ 
U\)\\\  this  exj^edition  he,  w  ilh  some  others,  came 
down  the  Connecticut  Ki\er,  and  for  the  lirst  time 
beheld  this  ma<i;-nificent  \  alle\ .  A  few  \'ears  latei . 
remembering  the  great  natural  attiactions,  lie  de- 
cided to  return  and  make  his  home  liere. 

1 1  is  glow  ing  account  of  llie  Connecticut  valle\' 
interested  others,  and  in  the  spring  of  lybj,  he 
started  with  C'aptain  David  l*age,  David  l*age,  jr., 
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;iiul  a  few  others  *  from  I'ctcrsham,  to  .seek  their 
foi  tunes  in  Northern  New  Hampshire.  I'he  w  liole 
e()untr\'  was  then  a  dense  w  ilderness;  nol  a  hii^li- 
waN'  liacl  heen  eonstineted   in  oi'  to  our  town. 

'J'he  earl)'  settlers  found  theii  w  a\'  l)\  marked 
trees  throu<;h  the  woods.  The\  drt>\  e  hef(jre  them 
some  twenty  head  of  eattle,  w  ith  hai^s  of  salt,  [jro- 
\  isions  and  farming  to(>ls  fastened  to  then  horns. 
'rhe\'  ereeted  their  first  camp  on  what  is  now  kn»)w  n 
as  llolton  meadow  ,  and  w  ent  innnediateU  at  work 
to  elear  some  land.  In  a  shoit  time  they  had  tweU  e 
aei'es  planted  w  ith  eorn.  it  i^rew  so  ra])idlN' that  h\ 
tlie  25th  of  August  it  was  twelve  feet  hi^h,  and  in 
full  milk,  hut  this  fail'  prospeet  of  a  i^ood  eiop  of 
eorn  was  entireh'  destro\ed  h\  a  hard  frost  that 
eame  on  the  J()t  h ;  hut  [)erse\ eraiu:e  was  the  motto 
of  oui"  forefathers.  Thex  managed  to  keep  their 
cattle  through  the  w  inter  l)\  cutting  the  giass  on 
the  open  land  on  l)ea\er  IJiook,  and  weie  read\-  to 
renew  the  struggles  of  another  \ear. 

The  nearest  mill  was  a  No.  .],  in  the  town  of 
Charlestown;  hut  the  settlers  (hd  not  dcpeiul  npuu 
food  transported  from  there  for  their  dail\  use. 
Iilmmons  Stockwell  made  a  huge  mortar  w  hich  held 
two  ])ushels.  into  this,  eorn,  heans,  and  r\e 
were   |)ut,    and     pouiuU-d     with    a  great  wooden 
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peptic.  Cooked  potatoes  and  al )lcs  were  ini\t'(f 

with  tlic  coiitciit>  of  the  inorlar  and  the  wdiule  \va- 
hakcd  together.  This  composition  was  called 
*^  thiniip,'^  and  \\  as  considered  a  delicions  dish,  so  I 
arn  told. 

The  first  white  woman  that  came  to  Lanca>ter 
was  lentil  llerfatliei,  (i<Aernor    I'a^e,  ^o 

called  hy  w  a\'  of  distinction  nu  i  eh',  ne\  er  resided  in 
Lan  astei",  hnt  was  a  sort  of  director  of  the  set- 
tlement, makint^  freipient  jonrne\  >  to  \  isit  tlie  nevv 
colons  ,  and  1)\'  his  counsel  rendered  them  Li^a  eat  aitl 
in  the  manai;einent  of  theii"  affaiis.  Captain  I)a\id 
Pa;4e  and  son,  w  lio  wci  e  amon;^'  the  lii'^t  w  ho  came 
hi-re,  were  his  hrolher  and  nephew. 

In  Aui^ust,  ly^)},  (iox'ernor  L*ai;"e  started  fron) 
Petersham  on  horsehack,  a(XH>mpanied  1)\'  Ruth, 
w  ho  w  as  ^"oin<^  to  Lancasiei"  to  cook  the  food  and 
do  the  work  for  the  little  colon\ ,  then  more  tlian 
foi'tv  miles  from  their  n«.'are^l  nei;^hh()rs. 

On  the  2-;,tli  of  Auii^ust,  the-  ni'dit  of  the  I'leat 
Iro.^t,  (joNcinor  Pa^e  and  hi^  daughter  ^lepl  in  the 
woods  in  ( )rft)rd.  dhev  atii^td  m  Lancastei  the 
last  of  the  month  to  lind  the  little  colon\'  somew  hat 
disheartened  h)  the;4real  calamit  \'  th<it  had  hefallen 
them,  hilt  were  no  doul)t  much  cheered  to  know  a 
woman  had  come  to  make  tlu-ii"  homes  more  com- 
forlahlc. 
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I^iith  must  ha\  c  hiid  a  rallicr  nice  tiii.c,  notw  ith- 
staiKlin^y"  the  r()U<j^h  life.  Fhere  were  no  other 
twirls  to  share  the  attention  of  tlie  youn^  men,  and 
when    Emmons     he<_;an     to  attention  to 

lier,  as  lie  soon  chd,  she  had  no  one  to  he  jealous 
of. 

'J^hc  next  year  after  Ruth'>,  ai  riN  al  in  Laneaster, 
she  was  married  to  Emmons  vStoekwell,  and  l)e<^an 
housekeepin^j;-  on  the  old  vStoekwell  place.  .\  j)art 
of  the  old  house  is  now  staiuhni;-.  She  was,  at  the 
time  of  her  marriage,  eigliteen  years  old,  and  he 
was  twenty-three.  Mrs.  vStoekwell  was  a  woman 
of  great  determination  of  character.  vShe  liad  won- 
derful general  capacity;  she  could  do  anything  that 
was  necessar)',  and  did  everything  well.  It  is  said 
that  in  the  days  of  the  devolution  she  was  the  sal- 
vation of  the  colony.  The  hardships  and  dangers 
which  surrounded  them,  the  capture  of  the  settlei  s 
hy  tlie  Indians,  and  gloomy  ])rospects  of  the  counlrv, 
somewhat  weakened  the  resolutions  of  the  settlers. 
They  met  at  Mr.  vStock well's  house  to  discuss  the 
ahandonment  of  the  town.  Mi  .  Slockwell  declared 
that  she  woidd  not  go  away;  that  she  kne\v  no 
such  thing  as  failure.  Others  were  inlhienced  h) 
the  decision  of  llie  vStock w  ells,  and  the  settlement 
was  sax  ed.

Mr.  Stockwc'll  had  a  viL^orcjii.s  miiul,  a  <4rcal  deal 
of  <j^oo(l  common  sense,  and  })()ssessed  pr(>diL;(>ii^ 
stren<4th.  He  could  neither  re. id  nor  w  rile,  until 
taught  hy  his  wife.  Vox  man)  \  ears  tliere  w  as  no 
scliool  or  sciiool  house.  Mrs.  Slockwell,  who  \\  as 
a  very  ^ood  sch(;lar  for  those  early  days,  tauj^hl  the 
children  of  the  settlement,  in  her  ow  n  house.  The 
next  year  after  Mrs.  Slockw  ell's  marria^^e,  I'^dwaid 
Hue  knam,  one  of  the  }'oun<4-  settlers,  mai  ried  a  sis- 
ter of  Mrs.  vStockwell,  who  had  pi()l)ahl\  come  to 
make  her  sister  a  \  isit.  'I'hey  settled  at  tiie  mouth 
of  I^eaver  l>rook,  a  stream  that  runs  throu<^h  Mar- 
tin meadows.  A  hunter  who  cauj^ht  a  lart;e  num- 
her  of  hea\'ers,  w  hicli  ahounded  in  this  st ream,  <;a\ e 
his  name  to  the  meadows.  'I'he  Ihicknams  had  six 
children,  from  wliom  ha\e  descended  the  Mcjores, 
Mclntires,  Howes  and  Hucknams.  ^Fheir  oKlest 
dau^^hter,  Eunice,  was  the  lirsi  child  horn  in  the 
settlement.  It  was  a  h>n<;-  time  hefore  any  tra\'eled 
puhlic  way  w^as  constructed.  Canoes  weretlie  onl\ 
carria<^es,  and  they  \yere  made  hy  themsehes  from 
the  t  l  uidvs  of  o  I'cat  tree>.  idu.  women  could  row 
these  canoes  up  and  dow  n  the  ii\er  with  threat  skill; 
and  could  also  handle  the  rllle  and  tishiuL;'  pole  w  ilii 
ex[)ertness.  As  the  ri\  t  rs  and  streams  w  eie  full 
of  lish,  and  the  forest  of  moose  and  other  ^ame,  the 
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tables  of  our  ancestor^  niust  lia\  c  hccii  Mipplicd  \\  iih 
somethhi*^  besides  tliuii^})." 

j\lr.  and  xMrs.  Stoekw  ell  li\ed  together  more  than 
fifty-ti\'e  years,  and  had  fifteen  children,  se\ en  sons 
and  ei^ht  (laii«_;hters,  all  (;f  \\  lu)ni  J^rew  to  niaturit\'. 
Before  Mrs.  vSloekwellVs  death  she  could  nund)er 
one  hundred  and  ninet)'  li\ini4"  descendants.  She 
died  at  the  a<4"e  of  eii^hty-two ;  her  huNl)and  at  se\ - 
enty-c  i«j;ht.  i^a\'id  Stoekw  ell,  their  oldest  chdd, 
was  the  first  son  of  Lancastei". 

Edward  Hucknain,  w  hom  1  liave  mentioned  ])e- 
fore,  was  a  \  er\'  useful  man  to  the  new  colony,  lie 
\\  as  a  ^'ootl  surveyor,  and  could     di  aw  teetli  "  and 

let  blo(Kl,''  and  perform  the  iviarriaj^e  ser\ ice.  lie 
laid  out  a  lai  <;e  poi  tion  of  the  town  and  many  of 
'the  hi[>h\va}  s. 

The  Ib'st  bridge  erected  in  town    was  the  old 

Stoekwell  ])rid<;-e,"  across  Israel's  Iviver.  The 
rij^ht  to  cross  it  first  was  put  up  at  auction,  and  bid 
off  by  l^mmons  Stoekwell,  for  li  \  e  t^allons  of  ])randy 
wiiicii  cost  him  forty-two  sliiHin^s  a  !_;alh)n. 

The  [)rosperit)  and  success  of  our  town  is,  no 
doul)t,  owing  in  a  great  measure  to  the  fact  that  its 
foundations  were  laid  1))'  such  men  as  Stockwadl  and 
Hucknam,  antl  honoi-  and  giatitude  should  be  gi\en 
to   the    memory  of   Ruth    Stoekwell,  who  came 
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through  the  wilderness  to  aid  the  new  settlers,  and 
who,  by  jDersex'erance  and  courage,  (n  ercame  all 
obstacles  and  li\'ed  to  see  the  wilderness  blossom 
like  the  rose." 


THE  DRIVE  TO  STOGKWELL  FARM. 

In  uoin<r  to  the  Stockwell  farm  and  through 
the  pine  woods  to  the  Northumberland  road,  we 
drive  to  the  north  end  of  the  village,  and  take  the 
road  to  the  right,  which  is  bordered  on  either  side 
with  tidy,  home-like  looking  liouses,  the  yards  in 
front  bright  with  flowers,  and  far  awa}'  to  the  right 
and  left  arc  charming  mountain  views.  After  cross- 
ing the  rail-road  track,  we  turn  to  the  left,  which 
takes  us  directly  to  the  Stock\\'ell  farm,  the  high- 
way ending  there.  We  pass  on  the  right  the 
Abbott  place,  and  what  was  foi  inerly  known  as  the 
Barton  (J.  Towne  farm.  I'he-^t.  farms  weie  origi- 
nally settled  by  the  Pages. 

Adjoining  this  is  the  Stockwell  farm,  \n  hich  ex- 
tends to  the  bank  of  the  Connecticut  ri\er.  Tlie 
first  land  cleared  in  Lancaster  was  twel\  e  acres  of 
this  farm  near  tlie  rixei",  b)'  l^lmiiions  Stockwell,  in 
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April,  1764,  iiiid  planUd  w  il li  e(;ni.  'J'hc  l)r(nid  iii- 
tci  N'alc  that  stretches  aw  a\'  in  uii(hihiliiig  swcUs  i(> 
the  river,  has  heeii  know  n  for  a  liunchetl  and  tw  entN 
years  as  the  "  "Stcjckwell  Farm,"  and  occupied  since 
the  death  of  Emmons  Stockweh,  i)v  liis  descend- 
ants. 

Drivin<^"  on,  we  pass  a  beautiful  [^ro\e  of  ehns, 
and  just  below  stands  the  Stock  well  farm  hou.se. 
The  low,  moss  covered  ell  connected  with  it  is  tlie 
lirst  frame  building  erected  in  Lancaster,  and  \\  as 
the  home  for  man}'  years  of  R  nth  Stockw  ell,  the 
tirst  white  woman  that  came  to  this  town. 

To  the  right  of  the  buildings,  wdiich  stand  upon 
a  slight  elevation,  we  look  dow  n  upon  a  grand  and 
extensive  meadow  view.  The  ri\  er  at  this  point 
makes  a  sweeping  curve  toward  \"ermont,  lea\  ing 
an  expanse  of  three  hundred  acres  of  green  inter\  ale 
on  the  New  Hampshire  side.  A  most  charming 
background  for  this  green  \  alle\'  is  first  formed  by 
the  Connecticut  ris  er  and  be\  ond  that  the  hill>  of 
WMinont.  Nearl\  in  front  of  us,  lising  in  s\ met- 
rical beauty,  are  xMt.  MtClcUan  and  Mt.  Rogers, 
w  hose  tree  crowned  sides  descend  into  undulating 
farms.  Driving  down  the  bank,  w  e  go  on  through 
the  meadow,  })assing  lields  of  nodding  lye  and  oat>, 
t' '  the  ri\  er,   wliose   banks   are    ^racefulh    fi  in^ed 
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with  trees.  'runiin«_;"  a^^ain,  we  drive  ii})  the  l)aiik, 
passiiio-  throii^^h  some  hars  on  the  left,  and  (h  l\  e 
across  a  le\  el  field.  W^e  are  now  on  the  old  road  to 
Xortliuiuherland,  hut  Ioul;-  since  it  ceased  to  he  a 
hi<^hwa3'.  On  our  ri^'ht  we  pass  the  agricultural 
fair  groiuids,  heyond  is  the  Pilot  ran<^e,  ilecked  with 
shadows,  and  still  farther  on  rise  the  familiar  out- 
lines of  the  ^\^lite  Mountains.  \\"e  soon  enter  the 
woods.  Is  it  not  deliu'lil f  id  ?  Take  lonfi"  hreatlis 
of  tlie  frag'rant,  spicy  air,  for  our  pines  are  trees  of 
healin-.^' 

Listen  to  the  sighing-  hreatli  of  the  trees.  llenr\ 
W^ard  Heecher  says,  the  first  ])ines  must  ha\c 
grow  n  on  the  sea  shore,  and  learned  tlieii-  lirst  accents 
from  tlie  surf  and  tlie  waves;  and  all  their  posterit)' 
have  inherited  the  sound,  and  horne  it  inland  to  the 
mountains." 

The  friendly  houghs  seem  to  nod  welcome  to  us. 
On  either  side  is  a  \N  ild  tangle  of  ferns,  dog  wood 
and  elder  hlooms,  w  hile  our  carriage  wheels  roll 
oxer  a  carj)et  of  pine  needles.  All  too  soon  we 
emerge  into  tlie  sunshine,  and  turning  to  the 
right  liiul  ourselves  in  the  highvva\ ,  homeward 
hound. 

'I'he  road  we  are  now  on  was  formerly  the  stage 
loute  to  (iroveton.     W  e  dri\e  into  the   village  hy 
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Siiinincr  St.,  <^ettin<4  a  line  view  of  Mt.  Prospect; 
the  road  wiiulin<4-  in  a  /ig-za^^"  course  up  its  side,  is 
distinctly  seen  from  this  point.  W'e  soon  luiish  our 
drix  e,  but  the  nienior)  of  broad  meadow  s,  moun- 
tain peaks  and  loveh'  })ine  woods,  will  remain  \\  ith 
us. 

Surely  the  \^ariety  and  beaut}'  of  the  dri\es  in 
this  \  icinity  cannot  be  sur[)assed;  w  hichever  \va\' 
one  goes  they  cannot  err  in  this  delightful  re- 
gion." 


MAJOR  JONA.S  WILDER. 

The  first  framed  dwelling  liouse  erected  in  Lan- 
caster was  the  large,  scpiare,  liat-roofed  ])uilding,that 
stands  at  the  north  end  of  the  \  illage,  known  as  the 

llolton  house." 

Tiiis  house  was  consideretl  at  the  lime  it  was  buih 
a  very  elegant  residence;  the  linest  in  tlie  couuIn'. 
It  was  built  b)  Major  |ona:  W  ihK  r,  w  ho  wds  ])orn 
in  Lyme,  Conn.,  t)n  the  2jd  of  Feln  uars  ,  173-. 
When  (juite  young  he  went  to  Templelon,  Mass. 
where  he  resided  man\  \ears.  in  the  course  of 
liaie,  re[jorts  came  to  Mnjor  \\  ilder  of  the  rich  hmd 
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that  liad  been  discoNcrcd  in  the  \  allcy  of  the 
ncctlcut  in  I'ppcr  Coos,  lie  dctcnnincd  to  go  and 
explore  the  region,  whieh  he  (Hd.  On  reaching 
Lancaster,  he  was  deUghted  with  the  natural  lo\  eli- 
ness  of  this  \'alley.  In  imagination  he  saw  the  broad 
meadows,  which  at  that  time  w  ere  covered  with 
trees,  cleared  and  })lanted  with  corn,  the  river  gleam- 
ing- like  a  band  of  silver  thiough  tlie  fresh  \erduie, 
while  the  encircling  cliain  of  niunntains,  seemed  a 
fitting  frame  for  so  fair  a  picture. 

Major  Wilder  decided  to  go  no  farther,  but  bought 
a  pjile  scjuare  of  land  extending  from  the  llolton 
house  "  to  IsraeTs  ri\  er. 

lie  then  returned  lo  Templeton,  to  make  arrange- 
ments to  remove  to  Lancaster,  and  take  possession  of 
his  new  estate. 

In  Feb.,  17S0,  he  started  from  Tenipleton  with 
his  wife  and  ten  children,  and  a  train  consisting  of 
two  family  sleighs,  four  lumber  sleighs  and  a  num- 
ber of  sleds  for  stores.  lie  also  brought  along 
carpenters,  masons  and  gk./lers,  and  e\er\lliing  for 
builtling  purposes. 

I  do  not  know  how  loug  the)  were  in  reaching 
Lancaster,  but  probabl\'  ^on^e  weeks.  A  small 
liouse  was  built  foi-  a  tempoiar\  home,  neai"  ihc" 
liver  bank,     remains  of   ibis  ])uil(hng  can    still  be 
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seen  on  the  lloltoii  meadow  and  sonic  land  cleared 
and  planted  with  corn.  On  the  i(yth  of  May,  lySo, 
nicnioiablc  as  the  dark  day,''  the)  connnenced 
digging  the  cellar  fcjr  tlie  j^reat  lionse,  hut  by  ele\  - 
en  o'clock  it  became  so  dark  that  tlie  men  were 
obliged  to  eliscontinne  the  work. 

This  strange  and  as  yet  unexplained  })henomenon 
of  nature,  extended  tlnoughout  New  liingland, 
and  created  great  distuibance  in  the  mintls  of  the 
people,  and  caused  much  commotion  among  the  ani- 
mal creation,  l^lie  fowls  went  to  roost,  the  bird.s 
suddeidy  slop[)e(l  their  blilhesome  singing  and  dis- 
appearetl,  tlie  cattle  returned  to  their  stalls,  low  ing 
j)ilifully.  Candles  were  liglitcd  in  the  houses, 
and  everything  bore  the  as])ect  of  the  darkest 
night. 

Many  were  convinced  that  the  end  of  the 
world  had  come,  and  l)eto(dv  themsehes  to  de\ o- 
tions. 

.Ml  worldly  things  ha\  e  long  sinc  e  come  to  an 
end  for  those  w  ho  w  itnes^ed  the  dark  da\  but 
ihe  sun  lias  slionc  on  \\  i(h  undimlni^lud  splendoi 
through  the  cycles  of  the  \  ears. 

'I'lie  frame  of  tliis  house:  was  raised  on  the  j6ih 
of.luly,  I  ySo.  I  ha\e  not  been  able  to  .i^certaln 
the  exact  date  of  the   complelion   of  the  building. 
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there  was  no  church  ])uik  until  llie  \'car  179), 
reli<^i(;us  ser\'ices  weje  lield  at  this  Ikjusc,  also  the 
town  meetings.  In  1780,  Majcn*  Wilder  was  ch(j>- 
en  on  a  committee  to  select  a  jjul^lic  ])ur)  ing  ground, 
he  presented  the  mound  known  as  the  ''old  hurying 
ground,"  to  the  tow  n  to  he  used  for  that  purpose. 

The  first  grist  and  saw  mill  in  t(n\n  \vere 
huilt  hy  IMajor  W^ilder.  ile  also  assisted  in  la\'i ng 
out  roads.  lie  cleared  a  large  tract  of  meadow  land, 
where  he  raised  ti\'c  hundred  hushels  of  corn.  1 
have  heen  told  that  this  land  was  so  ricli,  that  for 
}'ears  no  dressing  was  necessary,  and  what 
would  now  he  considered  of  great  \  alue  was  thrown 
in  tlie  Connecticut. 

The  county  was  thickl)'  settled  witii  Indians  at 
the  time  Afajor  W^ilder  came  here,  lie  was  noted 
for  his  hospitahle  and  hmnane  care  for  them, 
and  was  rewarded  hy  their  faithful  friendshi]). 

He  was  avaliiahle  accession  to  tlie  new  settlement, 
and  has  left  a  record  of  w  hich  his  descendantN  ma\" 
well  he  proud. 

Of  his  numerous  family,  onl\  one  gieat-grand- 
child  is  living  in  town  at  the  present  time. 

lie  died  in  1810  of  paraly  sis.  A  handsome  granite 
moninnent  recently  constructed  hy  a  great  grand- 
son, Mr.  C.  ().  liaker  of  Portland,  Me.,  marks  the 
s|)c»t  in  the  old  cemetery  wliere  his  ashes  repose. 
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THE  DRIVE  TO  JEFFERSON. 

The  White  Alountaiii  rc<_;'l()ii  is  espcciallydeh^lit- 
fiil,  affordin<^'  as  it  docs  from  ahiiost  any  point, 
charming  and  picturescjue  diivc;s. 

The  situation  of  Lancaster  is  particuhu'ly  fav(H-ed 
in  this  respect.     In  an}'  direction  )  C)U  ma}'  go, 

Aloft  on  sky  and  niounlain  wall. 
Are  (jod's  great  pictures  hung." 

Perhaps  the  (h'i\'e  to  Jeffei^on,  going   over  the 
'^Jefferson   jNfills  Road,"    and    returning   !)>'  the 
north   road,"   affords  as    giand    a  \'w\s   of  the 
White  and  Franconia  ranges  as  can  he  liad   in  this 
vicinity. 

We  go  up  the  sand  hill  and  leave  the  \  illage  hy 
Portland  St.  On  our  right  is  llolton  hill,  a  s[)len- 
did  situation  for  a  sumn:ier  hotel.  The  road  is  as- 
cending most  of  the  way  for  the  next  mile,  which 
hrings  us  to  tlie  top  of  'M>e(iro  hill."  P)cfore  w  e 
l)egin  the  descent,  let  us  slop  and  enjo\-  the 
heautiful  views.  To  the  right  of  us,  to  the  left 
of  us,  and  in  fiont  of  us,  the  hojizon  is  terraced 
with  mountains.  'Idie  culti\ated  uplands  in 
tlie  foreground,  are  gulden  in  the  afternoon 
sunshine.       On     our    left    is     the     Pilot  range, 
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l)i(>kc'nl)y  coiK's  aiul  puiiks,  w  hile  llu-  soft  clouds 
(hat  lU'ck  the  sky,  arc  paiiUiiit;  the  iiuuinlaln  siiles 
w  ith  shadows  of  cvcr\'  iiua^^inahlc  foi  ni  and  .sha|)L\ 
Nearly  in  front,  tlie  w  h(^le  White  Mountain  ian<j;e 
stands  niassiye  and  majestic,  the  })ri(le  of  Xe\y 
Hampshire,  as  it  has  stood  for  thousands  v)f  years. 
The  gorges  and  layines  thai  channel  thesidcs  of  the 
mountains  can  be  ])lainl\  seen.  'I'o  the  riglit,  tlie 
ii-regular  ])eaks  of  the  k'ranconia  range  are  distincth 
outlined  against  the  l)lue  sk\.  Who  can  l)ehold 
this  mighty  chain  of  mountains  at  a  litting  hour  in 
the  afternoon,  and  fail  to  be  impj  essed  \\  ith  tlie 
\iew'r  I'he  grandeui  of  it  camiot  be  o\'er  esti- 
mated. 

W  e  go  on  dowMi  the  hill,  past  as  good  farming- 
land  as  there  is  in  town,  but  the  stone  \yalls  tliat 
surround  some  portion  of  it  are  a  good  e\ idence 
that  the  soil  has  beiii  redeemed  from  rocks  and 
stones,  smoothed  and  enriched  b\  m(k)mitable  indus- 
ti  \  .  Driying  bi  iskl)  along,  pa'-^iug  some  j)ka^ant 
and  comfortabk'  look iiig    home^,  we  ari"i\c^   at  the 

Mills^"  once  a  li\el\  lillU;  iui-inesN  j)kice,  but  Uuw 
reminding  one  of  the  '^deserted  \  illage.''  \\'e  take 
tlie  roatl  to  the  left,  cioss  a  ricket\'  bridge  and  are 
on  the  direct  route  to  Jefferson  llill,^'  a  [)leasant 
shad\  road,  w  ith  some  tjuilL  stecj)  hills.     We  s(;on 
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|)ass  a  ])eautiful  ina|)lc  The  u iulcrl)riisli  has 

hccii  removed,  aiul  seals  ariaiii^ed  heiiealh  (he  dense 
foHa^'e  of  the  trees,  affoinhiii^"  a  deh^hlful  phiee  for 
jjicnics  and  ^^atheiin^^s.  l>y  the  look  of  soirie  of 
the  hnul  we  pass,  the  stories  of  sheep  ha\ ini;"  tlieir 
noses  sliarpened  to  get  at  the  grass  heiw  een  the 
stones,  ean  l)e  easily  ])elie\ed. 

Presently  we  C(/nie  in  sight  of  the  \  illage  of 
''Jefferson  Hill,''  and  ean  distinguish  the  W'auin- 
hek  "  house  quite  distinell}  .  As  we  aie  not  going 
to  visit  the  \  illage,  we  \\  ill  take  the  turn  to  the  left 
and  are  on  the  North  road,  and  soon  eonie  to  an  en - 
tire  ehange  of  seenery.  Ti^ie  road  is  no  longer  l)illy, 
and  (juite  a  hroad  s\\  eep  of  le\  el  land  ])i^)j  ders  it  on 
either  side,  the  hills  that  lie  heyond  are  thiekly  eo\  - 
cred  witli  trees.  In  tlie  .Vutunin  this  i^  an  es]:)eeial- 
ly  delightful  drive,  then  these  hillsides  aie  one  mass 
of  gorgeous  eoloi  ing. 

.'V  little  fmther  on,  a  stream  of  \\  ater  eomes  rush- 
ing down  the  hillsi<U',  through  a  green  pa-lure, 
\\  here  a  llocd\  of  gee  sc  a  re  gi\ing  lessons  to  iheii 
\ oung  in  aquatic:  sjjoils,  hui  ii  (»u!  approaeh  ^tielch 
their  neeks  and  hiss,  evidenth  taking  us  for  ene- 
mies. Some  humane  j)ersons  ha\ e  })laeed  a  w  ooilen 
trcjugh  at  the  roadside,  and  iniu  thi>  tlu:  w  ater  eomes 
in  a  sparkling  stream,  into  \\  hieh  our  hoi^e  is  an.\- 
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ions  to  pluiit;c  his  nose.  I  low  he  seems  to  enjo\'  it, 
drinking"  so  lieartily.  'I'hen  he  Hfts  his  head  and 
lakes  a  look  down  the  road,  to  see  who  is  eoni- 
ing.  Some  work  horses  tni  ned  h)ose  in  an  adjaeenl 
tlekl,  affecting"  gaycty  in  theii"  okl  age,  attract  his  at- 
tention, but  we  remind  him  he  has  otlier  ])nsiness 
to  attend  to.  Another  mile  brings  us  to  a  j)oint 
where  the  road  (h\  erges  to  tlie  right  and  left.  The 
t)ne  to  tlie  right  leading  to  (iore  and  (iro\  elon, 
the  left  is  our  way  home,  so  w  e  turn  that  wa\'. 

Bray  Hill,  on  the  edgc^  of  A\' hitelield,  presently 
comes  into  \  iew,  and  altliough  not  much  of  an  ele- 
\ation,  is  so  situated  tliat  both  llie  While  and 
Franconia  ranges  can  be  seen  at  ''"ood  adxantaLTc 
from  the  summit. 

WearcMunv  approaching  the  part  of  the  town 
known  as  out  east,"  where  some  of  the  most  de- 
sirable farms  in  Lancaster  are  situated,  l^he  houses 
are  comfortable,  and  sonic  (juite  handsome,  \\  ith 
neat  and  tastefull)  ke]>t  yards  and  commodious 
barns,  which  indicate  that  piosperity  has  attended 
the  efforts  of  the  laboiei". 

The  great  brook  "  crosses  and  winds  itself 
through  tlie  green  fields  on  its  wa\'  to  Israel's  river. 
Tlie  sun  is  just  sinking  behind  the  \'ermont  hills, 
tinging"  with  a  ro^x'  light  the  Pilot  Range  and  Ter- 
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cy  Peaks.  How  beautiful  it  \^\  l)ul  alrL'ad\  tlic 
shadows  are  crceniu<^  tlow  11  ihe  niountaiu  sides,  ic- 
iniiiding  us  thai  we  uuist  hasten  liome,  and  present- 
ly we  fhid  ourseh  es  at  our  ow  n  door,  hringinjj;-  witli 
us  pictures  of  mountains,  hiills,  forest  and  licld,  that 
will  live  in  our  memory  forexer. 


THE  BUILDING  OF  THE  FIRST  CHURCH 
IN  LANCASTER. 

It  was  a  num])er  of  )  ears  after  the  lirst  settler.^ 
had  found  their  way  to  this  pleasant  \  alley, and  had, 
by  such  hardships  as  onl)-  the  pionceis  in  a  new 
country  can  experience,  made  for  them.seh  es  homes 
by  the  fertile  banks  of  the  Connecticut,  and  on  the 
rugged  hill-sides,  before  they  could  raise  the  means 
to  build  a  church. 

Religious  serxices  had  been  lield  in  })ri\ate 
houses,  and  after  Major  W'ildeiV  liandsome  man- 
sion was  com})leted,  it  ;m>\\  ei  ed  well  for  that  jnir- 
pose.     In  the  }'ear  1791,  tlie  cjuestion  uf  building  a 

meeting-house,"  was  considered  at  the  (^)wn 
meeting.  A  committee  of  six  was  appointed  to 
bu)'  six  acres  on  the  plain  abo\  e  the  sand    hill,  and 
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inspect  tlic  clcariip^"  of  the  same,  for  a  meelin^- 
house  j)l()t." 

Later,  a  coipniittee  w  as  chosen  to  propose  a  [)hjn 
for  the  rneeting-liouse."  After  due  consideration 
ihe  f()llo\vin<^-  \vas  recornniended  :  That  the  jX'W  s 
he  sold  at  j)uhHc  auctlcni.  ^idiat  each  peison  give 
his  note  to  the  committee,  \\  ho  shall  he  authorized 
to  recei\ethe  pay  and  appropriate  the  same.  Tliat 
each  person  he  suhjected  to  the  follow  ln<^r  metluKi 
of  pa\  rricnt:  That  the  w  liole  sum  })e  di\  ided  into 
fom'])arts,  to  he  paid  the  four  next  succeedinj^"  \  ears. 
That  each  person  pay  six  shillinj^s  and  eight  pence 
on  the  })ound  the  lirst  year,  one  half  in  )une,  the 
other  in  No\end)ei-,  the  rest  to  he  di\ iiled  into  thiee 
equal  }~)arts,  and  paid  in  No\'end)er  of  each  }  ear. 
Tiiat  four  shillings  on  the  [)oun(l,  he  paid  in  cash, 
or  salts  of  h  e,  and  the  rest  in  \\  heat  at  four  shill- 
ings pel*  hushel,  oi"  heef  at  scN  cnteen  sh.illings  and 
six  pence  })er  hundred  weight,  w  ith  this  restriction, 
that  the  committee  shall  recei\e  each  mairs  e»jual 
j)i"op()rtion  of  timher,  hoards,  claphoai'ds  and  shin- 
gles, if  good  and  merclKintal)U'.  That  each  j)ersi>n 
wdio  huys  a  [)ew',  shall  procure  ^ullicient  hcnuls  foi 
pa\'ment,  and  his  ohligation  shall  he  lodged  in  llu 
h.mds  of  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  w  hich 
.-hall  he-  taken  up  or  endorsed  hv  a  lec'cipt  from  the 
committee.'' 
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These  coiulitioiis  were  accepted  1))'  the  })e()})le, 
and  the  foUowint^"  men  were  chosen  It)  ])uild  the 
meetnig-house : Coh  Jonas  Wilder,  Capt.  John 
Weeks,  Lieut.  Eninions  Stockw  ell,  l.ient.  joscph 
Hrackett,  Lient.  Dennis  Slanle\'  and  Ca|)t.  I)a\  id 
rage. 

It  was  nearly  foni"  years  hefore  tlie  church  w  as 
thiislied.  Fi'om  the  old  Tow  n  Hall  huildini^,'' 
which  is  the  old  ^'  meeting-house,''  one  \N'ould  not 
biippose  it  to  have  been  a  \'er)'  in:i])osing  edifice, 
but  such  it  is  said  to  have  been.  Certain h'  it  was 
a  prominent  feature  in  the  landsca])e,  standing  on 
the  brow  of  the  iiill,  which  at  that  time  was  \er\' 
steep,  like  some  grim  sentinel  kee])ing  watch  of  the 
little  hamlet  that  clustered  in  the  \  alle>'  l)elo\\ .  It 
was  built  with  a  steeple  at  one  end,  two  j)orches, 
and  a  broad  entrance  on  tlie  side.  I'here  was  a 
gallery,  a  high  pulpit,  with  a  sounding-board  sus- 
pended abo\  e.  'Fhe  pew  s  w  crc  s([uarc,  and  the 
seats  arranged  so  the)'  could  be  raised  uj)  w  hen  the 
congregation  stood  up  for  ])i;i\crs,  making  more 
room.  Wlien  the  ministei'  said  .\men,  the  clai)i)ing 
of  the  fallino-  seats  made  a  ^reat  clattei-.  A  long 
ilight  of  steps  led  up  to  the  entrance  for  the  accom- 
(kition  of  those  who  went  on  foot,  and  hoi'sc-blocks 
we/e  provided  for  the  mounting  and  dismounting  of 
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those  who  came  on  horse- hack. 

There  was  no  proN'isioii  made  at  all  f(jr  warn^ing 
the  church.^  Some  of  the  wc^mcn  carried  foot  stox  es, 
an  arrangement  of  sheet  iron  in  a  wooden  frame  in 
which  coals  conkl  l)e  }nit. 

In  1794,  the  question  of  setthng  a  minister  was 
considered  at  the  town  meeting,  and  a  committee  of 
nine  persons  was  selected  to  draw  proposals  for 
the  settlement  and  ^alar)'  of  the  l^e\.  [oscj)h 
VVillard." 

At  the  next  town  meeting  the  follcjwing  report 
was  made:  "  To  give  Ivcv.  Josc[>h  Willard  fifty 
pounds  a  year  for  the  next  succeeding  three  \'eai-^. 
M'liis  was  to  increase  as  the  in\entoi  v  of  the  town 
increased,  till  it  readied  eight)  pounds.  To  he  paid 
on  the  first  day  of  Alarcli  of  each  )  ear.  One  third 
part  paid  in  cash,  the  other  two  thiids  in  produce. 

condition  that  we  can  gel  help  from  the  neigh- 
horing  towns  as  we  now  expect/' 

It  wa^  ascertained  that  the  town  of  Northumher- 
land  woidd  pay  ten  pounds  toward  tlie  s:ilai\-  of 
Mr.  Willard,  on  coudiiiuu  that  he  would  j;ieach  a 
})roportion  of  the  time  at  that  })lace.  .\t  tlie  same 
town  meeting  that  the  arrangement  in  regai'd  to 
hiring  the  minister  was  made,  It  was  Noted  to  raise 
twent)--si\  dollars  to  he  laid  out  in    smoothing  the 
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mcctin^-house  ])l()t."  It  was  voted  to  pa)'  Uirce 
shillings  and  six  pence  day,  ^Mf  the}'  found  theii- 
hoard  and  tools." 

On  the  uSth  of  vSe])tenrl)er,  179],  Rev.  Jose})h 
W^iUard  was  installed  as  pastor  o\  ei'  a  cluii  eh  of 
twenty-four  persons,  and  continued  to  occu})y  tliis 
position  for  t wenty-ei^ht  years. 

Those  who  remeniher  this  gentleman,  sj)c-ak  of 
him  in  the  hl<ghest  terms  of  res|)ect.

(|uiied  in  ihe  army,  and  a  thorough  gentleman  of 
the  old  school.  He  continued  during  liis  life  to  ad- 
here to'tlie  fashion  of  kneed)i  eeclies,  shcjcs  w  ith  sil- 
\er  l)uckles,and  carried  a  cane.  1770892 
He  was  a  iiKui  to  all  the  counliy

RL-motc  from  towns  lu'  ran  his  gotlU'  lacr,

THE  DRIVE  TO  NOHTHUMESRL AMD. 
RETURNING    ON    THE    VERMONT    SIDE    CF    THE  CON- 
NECTICUT RIVER. 

vSome  pleasant  afteiiiuon  in  June,  when  iirass  and 
trees  are  wearing"  tlieir  tiisi  fresluiess  of  -^uuinK-r, 
whai  can  i)e  nune  enjoN  able  lhan  a  (lri\*e  to  North- 
umherhnul  I'^ills,  returning  h\  wa\-  of  the  W-iinont 
side  of  the  Connecticut  ri\  er? 

We  (hi\e  to  the  Nortli  end  of  Main  stieet,  and 
take  the  road  to  the  right.  l^is^ing  the  jail,  we 
soon  see  on  our  left  Haker  Pond,  cnice  a  famous 
|)lace  for  pickerel.  A  little  furthei  on,  a  cur\e  in 
the  road  affords  us  a  cliarnung  meadow  \  iew. 
S()n:ie  of  these  acres  of  hroad  intersale  that  roll 
away  in  waves  of  living  green  "  t(.»  the  hanks  of 
tile  Connecticut,  helong  to  the  vStockw  eh  tai m.  W  e 
l^o  on  past  the  I'aii"  ground  and  tlic  old  I)l1K)\ns 
[dace,"  and  ^oon  enter  the  cool  and  fragrant  pine- 
woods,  wliere  (vul)  a  glimj)se  of  the  hhic 
^een  aho\  e  the  rustling  I  l  er  top^.  'Idiese  w  ooil^ 
that  seem  so  delightful  on  a  sunniier  afternoon, 
was  the  place  w  here  once  a  rohher>-  was  attempted. 
Ml".  IIart\vell,a  gentleman  w  ho  f«nnierl\'  resided  in 
Lancaster,  ow  ned  a  very  line  hoisu  remarlsai'U'  tor 
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sj)ee(l.  One  x  crv  dark  ni^;ht,  he  wlis  drix  iiig  down 
to  L.,  when  abont  half  lhr()u;_;h  the  pine  wood^,  a 
man  .s|)i"ang"  from  the  road-side,  eau^lu  the  horse  hy 
the  ])i  idle,  and  presenting  a  pistol,  commanded  him 
to  sto}).  Mr.  II.  struck  the  horse  a  hard  hlow,  he 
ga\  e  a  tieniendous  jump,  threw  thie  man  down  and 
was  off  Hke  an  arrow,  far  he\  ond  the  reach  of  the 
rob])er,  before  he  had  regained  his  feet. 

A  \  er\'  eccentric  man  b)'  the  name  of  Ziha  Lines 
om  e  had  a  liome  undi'r  these  j)ine  woods,  wliere  he 
h\ed  man\'  }'ears  a  hern:iit's  hfe.  1  am  informed 
his  sechision  from  the  workl  was  caused  b\'  a  (hsa])- 
})ointment  in  k)\e. 

As  vs  e  go  on,  we  notice  on  our  riglit,  masses  of 
granite  rocks,  Ihmg  uj)  in  \  ast  ledges,  their  side> 
mossed  o\'er,  and  from  the  rifts  and  clefts,  bushes 
and  dwarfed  hemlocks  are  growing.  Now  we  pass 
on  oui  left,  acies  of  le\  el  meadow  land.  In  some 
placesthe  green  turf  ha^  bren  tuined  over,  and  we 
conclude  from  the  number  of  thie\  ing  crows,  flying 
near,  that  corn  has  been  j)lante(l  there. 

In  the  distance,  l)ut  -^remingh'  directl\'  m  front  oi 
us,  are  to  be  seen  the  twin  mountains,  known  as  the 

Perc\  Peaks,''  whose  cone-like  tops  aie  conspicu- 
ous from  almost  e\  er\'  p(Mnt  of  \  iew.  Now  we  are 
apjjroaching  the  little  \illage  known  as  Tlie  frills. 
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We  hear  the  hum  of  the  mi  Us  alon^-  tlie  ri\er  side, 
and  see  great  piles  of  iie\vl\'  sawed  himher,  that])er- 
f limes  the  air  with  a  pine}-  smeH. 

Crossing  the  long  covered  i)ridge,  \wc  are  in 
Guildhall,  Vt.,  a  small,  hut  pleasantl}'  located  vil- 
lage. We  drive  through  the  principal  street,  noti- 
cing the  comfortahle  and  home-like  looking  houses. 
The  two  churches  stand  sociahly  side  hy  side.  An- 
other mile  brings  us  to  a  turn  in  the  road,  w  here  a 
charming  view  can  he  liad.  On  our  left  we  can  see 
a  lc>ng  distance  down  the  ri\  er 

Not  unknovvn  to  classic  song, 
Which  still  in  x'arying  beauty  lolls  along." 

Not  a  ripple  disturbs  the  sui'face  of  tlie  water,  that 
with  mirror-like  exactness  retlects  the  trees,  that  so 
gracefully  fringe  its  banks.  On  the  right,  tlie  rolling 
hills  that  further  em  swell  into  ru^i/ed  mountains. 
On  we  go  with  the  river  on  (nn-  left  all  the  w  ay. 
In  some  places  the  trees  are  so  large  along  the 
bank,  that  we  get  oidy  a  glimj)se  of  the  blue 
water,  lairds  are  singing  blithel}',  as  the\  tlit  from 
tree  to  tree.  The  red  scpiirrcd  i  uns  along  the  fence. 
Graceful,  feather-like  ferns  are  growing  in  gieat 
clusters  in  the  more  shaded  places.  Now,  we  are 
coming  to  the  Ames  j)lace.  W^here  can  a  hner 
meadow  \'iew  than  ihis  be  seen""  'I'he  riser  lakes  a 
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wide  circuit  toward  New  IJampshiic,  Icaviiij^  a 
^raiul  ex})ansc  of  intcrx  alc,  dotted  thickly  with  the 
<4racefnl  meadow  ehn.  Heyoiid  tlie  j^leamiiiL;  of 
thei  i\  er,  Pilot  K  ant^e  ])erfects  tlie  artistic  liiii^h  cjf 
tlie  pictuie.  I'^roni  tiiis  jjoint  until  tlie  loll  l)rid.L;e  is 
reached,  a  tine  combination  of  ri\'er  and  mountain 
scenery  is  presented.     Those  who  thiid^

will  enjoy  the  dri\e.  Cros^in;^-  the  hridj^e,  we  are 
in  the  (jrimite  State  ai^'ain,  and  as  tlie 

"  Evening  sluulowMire  displayeLl, 
Kvening  dainp>  l)egin  to  tall," 

airixeat  our  h(;me,  delii;"hted  with  our  dri\e  of 
twelve  miles. 

Doubtless  there  are  many  in  town  who  remem- 
bur  Ziba  Lines,  wlio  had  a  small  hotise  sittiated  neai 
the  place  where  the  hoiivr  now  occupied  by  Cajjlani 
IJeattie  is  standini^. 

Mr.  Lines  came  to  this  town  from  Ldiaiiestown, 
N.  IL  He  had  been  at  \vo)  k  for  a  number  of  \  eais 
for  a  wealtliy  man  in  that  j)lace,  and  bi"ou;_;lit  (piite 
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a  sum  of  money  here  w  illi  him.  When  lie  first 
came  lo  I^ancaslei"  he  was  foiul  of  society,  and  used 
to  "go  to  phices-of  amusement,  and  as  lie  liad  consid- 
erable nuisical  abiHt\ ,  was  ([uite  noted  for  singin^^- 
son^s. 

Probably  all  would  ha\'e  <4one  on  })rosj)erousl \' 
with  Ziba,  had  he  not  fallen  in  lo\  e,  which, alasl  was 
not  reci})rocated ;  the  lady  would  not  listen  to  his 
suit,  and  he  was  unable  to  say,  Xay,  if  slie  lo\  e> 
me  not,  I  care  not  for  hei,"  but  brooded  oxer 
liis  disappcjintnieiit  until  he  became  a  liermit  aiul  a 
miser. 

lie  bought  a  number  of  acres  (jf  land,  in  what  is 
kncAvn  as  the  pine  woods,  built  a  house  w  liich  1 
ha\'e  mentioned,  w  here  lie  h\  ed  isolated  from  e\  ei  \ 
one.  ^\fter  a  few  years  he  became  so  eccentric  that 
he  was  considered  almost  insane,  hut  perfectly  liarm- 
less  and  (piict. 

At  one  tinie  he  in\ited  a  number  of  peoj)le  to  at- 
tend his  weddim;",  retpiestin^  the  minister  to  ^'o  to 
the  lunne  of  tla-  lad\  at  ;i  vi-iiain  tiu'.e,  to  jjfi-form 
the  marriajge  eeremoiu  .  1  U-  llieii  wliU  to  his  ladv 
l()\'e,  whom  he  found  inilkint;-,  .md  told  her  wdiat  he 
had  done.  I"or  a  I'eplv,  she  threw  the  milk,  pail 
and  all,  at  poor  Ziba,  and  ran  awav.  I  don't  know 
how  the  milk  batli  affected  him,  but  prt»lial)l\'  it  had 
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a  ({uielin^^  affect,  as  aftci"  tlial  he  turned  his  attention 
more  to  money.  He  ^^ot  all  he  had  exchanged  into 
siher,  and  kept  it  in  brown  eailhen  pots,  that 

held  about  a  g-allon  a  piece,  and  these  he  u>uall\'  kept 
buried  in  the  o;rouncL 

One  Sunchiy  the  peo|)le  in  the  church  were  sur- 
])rised  by  seeing  Mr.  l^ines  walk  up  the  aisle,  with 
these  pots,  one  under  each  arm.  He  deposited  them 
on  the  tal)le  imder  the  pulpit,  and  remained  standing 
near  until  the  service  was  o\er.  When  he  was 
asked  what  he  had  brought  the  mone\  to  cluuc  h  for, 
he  re|)lied  that  he  had  made  an  offering  of  it  to  the 
Lord,"  and  when  someone  offered  lo  lake  care  of  it, 
he  decided  to  do  so  himself.  Me  then  carried  the 
pots  of  money  to  Mr.  Hello ws,  v\'lio  li\  ed  in  the 
house  known  as  ''the  old  Bellows  house.''  A  colored 
woman  was  living  in  the  family  at  that  time.  She 
got  an  empty  trunk,  and  in  this  Mr.  Lines  deposited 
his  treasiu"es,  taking  the  kev  awa\'  with  him.  Some 
time  after,  the  trindv  was  opened,  and  found  to  con- 
tain onl)'  stones.  No  one  kneu'  when  he  had  taken 
the  money  away,  Init  it  w  a>  ascertained  that  he 
went  on  J  niglit,  carried  it  awa\ ,  and  l)uried  it  some- 
where in  the  pine  woods,  where  it  is  su])pc>sed  to  re- 
main until  this  tlaw 

^h•.  Lines  liad  some  trouble  with  a  neighbor  about 
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a  line  fence.  l^his  man  would  build  a  sUnnp  fence 
that  would  require  two  ^oke  of  oxen  and  two  nitu 
all  day  to  place  in  position. 

During  the  ni^ht,  INlr.  Lines  would  entireU' 
remove  it  with  the  help  oi  onl)'  one  small  yoke  (>>f 
steers. 

An  immense  chain,  \vei<^lnng  two  hundred  pounds, 
was  used  b\'  his  neighbor  in  moving  the  stumj^s. 
One  night  tliis  chain  disa]jpeared,  but  a  track  across 
a  plowed  lield  to  the  river  bank,  indicated  it  had 
been  drawn  across  and  tlnxAvn  into  the  ri\'er. 
The  river  was  dragged,  but  the  chain  was  nc\  er 
found. 

A  few  years  ago,  Emmons  vStockwell  plo\ved 
this  chain  uj),  when  he  was  bi'eaking  up  some 
land.  Mr.  Lines  had  buried  it  as  he  did  his 
money. 

As  Mr.  Lines  became  old,  it  was  not  considered 
safe  for  him  to  live  alone.  There  was  a  guardian 
appointed  for  him,an(lhe  wasiemo\ed  to  l*age  Hill, 
where  he  died  a  victim  of  unrecjuiled  love. 

THF  DRIVE  TO  SOUTH  LANCASTER. 

The  drive  to  South  Lancaster,  returning  by  wa) 
of  tlie  V'ermoiit  side  of  tlie  Connecticut  river,  affords 
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some  oftlic  most  beaulifiil  meadow  views  in  thi^  \  i- 
(aiiity . 

"  I'hc  tfissL'lcd  maize,  lull  ^rain  or  clover, 

I'^aroV-r  the  level  meadow  L;ro\\.-, 
And  tliroui^h  it,  like  a  wayward  i-(3ver, 
'J^he  noble  river  gentl)'  tiows." 

We  ^c)  lip  Haker  liill,  aiul  after  passing-  sc\eial 
cotta^'es,  come  to  llie  two  story  white  house,  situa- 
ted on  a  hill  at  the  left.  Tlii^  house  is  now  oceii})ied 
hy  \\^  11.  Hanson,  hut  was  huilt  hy  Parson  W'illard, 
and  known  for  man)'  \eais  as  the  parsona^^e.  A 
little  further  on,  standin^^-  on  a  hill  remote  frcjin  any 
l)uildin(>',  we  notice  the  little  hi'ick  powder  Iujusc, 
formerly  owned  hy  the  State,  and  the  j)owder  for 
the  liuns  tiiat  used  to  he  stored  in  the  old  arseiiaLon 
the  opposite  side  of  tlie  road,  was  kc-j.)t  theie,  Inii 
since  the  old  militia  system  was  aholished,  the  aisc- 
nal  has  heen  made  into  a  stahle,  and  the  [powder 
h(^use  sold  to  I'*.  Kent,  Son  cK:  Co.,  w  ho  used  it 
for  stoi'in^"  powder.  We  dti\e  alon^  wh.it  u^cd  to 
he  tlie  old  sta<^e  road  to  Littleton.  Ah  I  how  well 
we  rememher  those  morning;  rules,  lon<4  heforedaN'- 
light,  in  the  liimherin*^  old  sta^^e  coach,  w  ith  Jim 
Pool  for  a  driver.  Surely  it  is  a  t;ood  thing  that 
the  world  moves,  that  the  march  of  Improxement 
ha-  rendered  that  tw  enty   mile  dri\  e    to    reach  the 
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cars,  uimcccssarw  \\\' )):iss  iicat,  lioinc-llkc  lookiiiL; 
farm  liousc.-s.  ( )n  iIr'  ri^lu  arc  the  1  )rc)a(l  muadow 
and  just  l)c\'()ii(l  lhc^il\cr\  L^lcainiiiL;"  "1"  the  ri\cr, 
ai"c  the  cuhi\  atc(l  hmcK,  farm  lunisc^  and  hills  of 
W'rmont,  inakiii<4-  up  an  ideal  landscajx;  \  ic\\'  of  in- 
tcr\'ale,  ri\  cr  and  mountain. 

l'*rcscntlv  W'c  come  to  the  iiiackett  hill,  and 
see  on  our  left,  the  old  hrick  h<;use  co^ilv  situated 
at  the  foot  of  it,  \\  ith  hroad,  .sjMeadinL;-  hutternut 
trees  at  one  side.  W  e  j)ass  tlie  hridi^e  (^\  er  the 
brook,  that  winds  in  and  out  w  ith  man\  a  cur\  e, 
throu<^h  the  j)asture  on  the  left,  and  a  little  farther 
on,  we  come  to  the  old  llat-roofed  house,  shaded  1)\ 
elms,  forn^erh'  tlie  home  of  Majoi"  ]ohn  \\\  W  eeks, 
one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Lane-aster.  Majoi"  Weeks 
won  his  military  title  at  the  hattle  of  Chi|)[)e\\  a, 
hciini^'  promoted  from  Captain  to  the  rank  of  Ma- 
jor for  g-allaiit  conduct  at  that  time.  ddie  i-oad  is 
smooth  and  le\el,  we  dri\  e  hriskU-  alon*.;-,  gettinj^-  a 
t^limpse  of  the  shinini;-  rlxci  ''  throuL^h  the  dense 
foliaiL^eof  the  trees,  j)ass  tliu  liltk- hrick  school-hou^e, 
and  soon  come  to  the  '-^  W  li.li  faiin.^'  h  rom  the  pe- 
culiar curve  the  ri\'er  takes  at  tins  |)()inl,  this  farm 
lias  alwa\'s  been  called  the  Cathow. 

Soon  after  the  re\()luti(mar\-  war,  Majoi"  Moses 
White,  oi  Rutland,    Mas<.,  was   rewarded  for  the 
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honor  and  ahUity  with  whicli  he  had  lillcd  the  high 
position  in  the  continental  army,  to  which  he  had 
been  called,  hy  receiving  from  the  governn^ient, 
throngh  General  1  lazen,  this  tract  of  land  where  he 
fixed  his  residence,  and  passed  the  remainder  of  his 
life,  leaving  the  farm  to  his  descendants  at  his  death, 
by  whom  it  was  occupied  for  many  years.  On  we 
go  over  this  j)leasant  rix  er  road,  [)assing  farm  house^^, 
and  acres  of  meadow  land  on  the  right,  pastures 
and  culti\ated  fields  cjii  tlie  left,  with  now  and  then 
[)atches  of  woodland,  imtil  we  come  in  >ight  oi  a 
railway  station,  and  a  few  i^ther  buildings  at  South 
I^ancaster. 

l\n-ning  to  the  right,  we  cross  the  railroad  track, 
and  the  ccn'cred  bridge  that  .spans  the  Connecticut, 
and  are  in  X^ermc^nt.  The  \  iews  along  the  liome- 
ward  drive  are  unsurpassed.  l^rom  the  brick  h(juse, 
now  known  as  the  Row  ell  ])lace,"  fornierly  owned 
by  ReuV)en  i>enton,  tv)  the  Stone  farm,''  a  distance 
of  about  one  mile,  the  scenei  \  is  more  pictures(.pie 
than  at  any  other  point  during  the'dri\c.  Here, 
for  a  long  distance  the  Couiiecticul  is  seen  wmding 
in  graceful  curves  through  the  broad  interxales. 
The  vai"ied  tints  of  green  thspla\ed  in  grass,  grain 
and  foliage,  all  bathed  in  the  golden  sunlight  of  a 
summer  aftei'noon,    make  a    picture    that  must  be 
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seen  to  he  appreciatetl.  On  we  go  over  the  pleasant 
country  road,  sometimes  through  hits  of  vvo(jtls, 
full  of  hemlock,  pine,  and  spruce,  that  perfume  the 
air  with  a  s])icy  (/dor,  tlien  cnit  into  the  sun>hine, 
where  we  seethe  regal  golden  rod  waving  its  plumy 
head  aniong  the  raspherry  and  hlackberry  hushes  at 
the  roadside.  In  some  places  the  })urple  astei"  is 
beginning  to  fringe  the  wa\',  and  tiie  wild  ciclriati^ 
to  trail  its  graceful  vines  ox  ei"  the  fences.  A  gold- 
en robin  is  perched  o\\  the  swa\ ing  limb  of  a  tree  in 
front  of  us,  singing  a  merr\-  song,  and  the  meadow 
lark  skims  o\  er  the  green  tields  lejoicing  as  he 
Hies. 

Now  we  are  j)assing  the  Clark  farm,"  owned 
by  Deacon  Carlton,  and  presentl}'  the  old  llo{)kins 
place  "  comes  into  \  iew,  now  llie  pioperl  v'  of  the 
Kliodes  IJrotliers,  two  tine  specimens  (jf  Connecti- 
cut river  farms.  A  cliarming  back  giound  for  these 
l)roa(l  meadows,  is  formed  b\-  tlie  rich  rolls  of  culti- 
\ated  land,  on  vSiebbins  liill,""  and  other  hills  that 
have  no  name.  I'laslie*^  of  sunlight  turn  acres  of 
woods  on  Mt.  Prospect  ;<ii«i  Mt.  Pleasa.nt  into 
patclies  of  shining  satin.  d'iie  W'hilL'  mountains, 
Pilot  Range  and  Percv  iV'cd;s,  that  now  seem  al- 
most in  front  of  us,  are  bathed  in  glorious  sunset 
hues,  of  rose  gold  and  purple;  but  w  e  are  approach- 
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iiig  the  old  toll  bridge,  and  arc  rcinindcd  that  it  is 
almost  Slipper  time,  and  as  tlie  old  fanner  w  i^eh' 
remarketl,  ''folks  can't  liv  e  on  sccnei  N  ,''  w  e  ra[)idl\' 
finish  our  (lelij_;"htf id  dri\ e. 

RICHARD  C.  EVERETT 

In  Noxember,  17^7,  a  little  })art\'  of  eniii^ rants 
nii^ht  have  been  seen  slo\\l\  wending  their  \\a\' 
throuL^h  the  woods  toward  l']:)per  Coos. 

ITiere  were  only  four  persons,  two  men  and  one 
woman,  and  a  little  child,  wdiich  the  Nonn^er  of  the 
men,  wdio  was  about  ei^"hteen,  carried  in  liis  arms. 
The  other  man  led  a  horse  upon  w  hose  back  w  as 
fastened  a  hea\'\'  load,  and  uj^on  his  ow  u  back  was 
a  pack. 

Idle  names  of  these  j)ersons  were  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Hlake  and  child,  tlie  nouul;-  man  was  Richard  C\ 
k^x  erett,  wdio  afterward  bec:nue  the  In-st  law\  er  of 
Lancaster.

ond turn  to  the  I'i^ht,  \\  c  soon  pa>s,  on  ihc  left,  the 
arsenal;  i)ein^- no  lon^^er  required  iov  the  store- 
house of  \\'ai*-hke  e( jui[)nient->,  it  ha.^  heeonie  tlie 
jjeaeeful  abode  of  Mr.  Streeter's  hor>e. 

I)irectly  in  fi'ont  is  a  heautiful  \  iew  (;f  rolling; 
meadows,  and  furtlier  on  the  L;reen  liills  of  \'er- 
niont.  On  the  ri;4-lit  the  tw  in  pe.d^s  "  stantl  hke 
sentinels  L^uardiu'^-  Ca})e  Horn. 

W  e  soon  arrive  at  a  })()int  whei'e  the  road  di'/er".;-- 
es  to  the  ritfht  and  left.

and  smooth,  boidered  on  each  ^ide  by  L^reen  fields^ 
radi:mt  w  ith  buttercups  and  elder  How  ers. 
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We  soon  conic  to  the  Clics.snKni  place  "  on  the 
ri^ht.  This  farm  w  as  lir>t  settled  l)\  a  man  h\  the 
name  of  J>i  iice.  J  nst  on  tlie  opp(jsite  side  of  the 
road  is  tl'ic      Hrooks  farm." 

The  highway  ends  here,  hut  the  courtes\  of  the 
owners  of  the  hmd,  j)eo[)le  are  alhns  ed  to  drixu  on 
!))■  tlie  hank  of  the  ii\  er  and  through  thc'  meadow  , 
to  the  hi^^hway.

-on  the)'   had   remo\ ed  to  Canada.     Mr.  Ilart  had 
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piirchasucl  a  i^^ood  fai'iri,  aiul  tlicsc  })L'()plL*,  w  Ik;  w  c  tc 
no  Ioniser  youii^-,  hail  c\cr}'  [)r(jspLcl  of  spciulini^ 
tlK'ir  declining;"  (la\'s  in  coinfort  and  prospcritN',  but 
all  tlicsc  anlici])atlons  w  ci  e  dcsli"()\'cd,  1  )y  I  he  dcclai - 
alimi  of  thu  w  ar  (j£  1812,  \\  liicli  occurrud  on  the- 
181I1  of  June  of  that  }car. 

Soon  an  edict  from  the  kini;-,  i^roelaimin^- 
tliat  the  propert}'  of  all  the  citi/en^  of  Canada, 
w  ho  woidd  not  take  arnis  aL^ain^l  the  I  niu-d  Slates, 
should  he  conliscatecl  to  the  erow  n.  Allhcni^h  it 
nuist  ha\e  been  a  hard  decision,  Mr.  ilart  did  not 
hesitate  to  relinipiish  all  the  j^opurtN  lie  had, 
rather  than  espouse  tlie  cause  of  the  enemies  of  liis 
nati\e  land. 

Lea\  iuL;"  his  home,  he  started  w  ilh  his  w  ife-  for  the 
States.  llavini;-  relati\es  residing-  at  Jeffer>-on,  N. 
IJ.,  he  decided  to  i^'o  tlieie  ;  hut  the  loss  oi  his 
])i-oj:)eit\-,  toL^ellier  w  ith  had  health.,  so  pre\  ed  upon 
his  mind,  that  witliin  a  short  lime  In.'  became  insane. 
Ml',  llart  li\ed  a  few  \ears  in  tl.i>  unfoitnnale  con- 
dition, llis  wife  took  c'aie  iif  him.  arid  diil  what 
she  could  toward  tluir  supj)oi"t.  his  rrlations  a^^i^t- 
in^-  her.  .\fter  his  death,  sh*.  decided  to  ^-o  to 
Lancaster  to  li\'e,  hoj)inL;"  to  i_;"et  more  work  to  do 
there. 

TIjc  rude  cotta<^-e,  consisting-  of  only  one  roon^, 
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was  built  for  her,  on  the  ^pot  1  ha\ l-  uK-iUionccl, 
aiul  slie  took  j)ossL'^sioii  of  it,  li\iii;_;"  llicrc  a  nimi- 
l)ci-  of  )cars,  Mipportin^-  herself  hy  NpinniiiL;"  aiul 
\\'ca\ iiiL;',  rccei\'iii^-  <^i"alcf nil \'  the  presents  of  food 
aiul  (;ther  thiii'^'s,  that  kind  people  sent  her. 

Mi"s.  Hart  wa.^  a  woman  of  M)ine  eihiealion,  aiul 
as  I  am  informed,  '-a  ^'ood  C'hri^tiaii,'^  hehexiiiL;' 
tirndy  in  the  teaehiiu^^  of  the  ihhle  ;  hiii  in  the 
eoiirse  of  lime  ^lie  i^'rew  rather  eeeeiHiie,  li\ ini^'  >o 
much  aloiu.',  and  like  iiian\'  elderU'  ])e('j)le,  dreamed 
dreams  and  saw  \  isions.  W'lh  the  pa->ini;-  \  ears 
she  ^I'ew  \er\'  Inlii-m,  hul  slid  she  li\ed  on  in  he)" 
little  liome,  though  she  st^xuned  to  he  too  ai^ed  to 
he  left  alone. 

Some  n)a\  incpiire  \\\\\  a  [)ooi  and  almost  help- 
less woman,  was  left  to  li\"e  in  this  waw  In  those 
da\'s,  there  were  no  com foi"lal)le  places  for  such 
])eople  to  l;"o  to,  'J'he  poor  wlic  j)ul  Uj)  at  jnd)lic 
auction,  to  he  hid  (d'f  h\-  tiu'  low  e-^l  hiilder,  \\  lu) 
was  to  hoard  tliem,  at  iTie  expense  of  ihe  town. 

Mrs.  Hart,  w  iu)  had  once  h^en  in  circum- 
stances, still  had  considerahle  pride,  and  would  nol 
consent  to  he  sold  at  auction,  like  a  hale  of  ;^"oods, 
or  li\  e  stock. 

( )ne  c;)ld  nu)rninL;',  late  in  the  fall,  a  ho\'  ahout 
twel\e  years  of  aL;"e,  started  with   his  ;^un  on  his 
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sh(Hil(lcr,  tor  a  walk  thi'oiigh  the  woods,  lioplii^  to 
tiiul  si)inc  })artri(lg"L's  or  other  ^aiiu.-. 

As  he  came  in  the  \  iciiiitv  (»f  Mrs.  Hart's  house, 
he  could  hear  ])o\*s  lau^hiuL;-  and  shoiitin;.;-,  Why 
don't  you  L;et  up,  \'on  old  w  itch  IJastenin;^  on, 

he  sCK)n  came  in  si^ht  of  two  hoys,  ahoiit  his  own 
a<^e,  who  were  throwiuL;"  stc^nes  int(.)  the  l)rook,  and 
splashing"  the  ccjld  water  upon  M  i"s.  llart,  w  lio  hiad 
fallen,  in  attem])tini;'  to  (hp  a  ])ail  of  water  fioni 
the  hrook.  The  i^iound  he  in^"  frozen  and  ic\'  alonu;' 
the  l)ank,  she  liad  fallen  in  such  a  w  a\'  that  her  feet 
were  su  1  )nie rj_;'ed  in  the  water. 

Callin^^-  out  to  the  1)0}S  to  desist  m  their  cruel 
conduct,  John,  as  we  will  call  him,  I'an  to  the  as- 
sistance of  the  poor  old  woman. 

With  <4reat  diHicult\'  lie  L;ot  hei"  u};,  and  partly 
cai'r\  ing  and  })arlh'  di'a^^ini^-  her,  L;-ot  her  into  her 
house,  and  on  the  l)ed. 

Mrs.  Hart  was  so  exhaustcti,  wilh  culd  and  friL^ht, 
that  she  could  hardl)'  s|)eak.  |i)hn  saw  that  the 
lire  in  the  little  lireplace  was  out,  and  iheie  was  no 
wood  to  rekindle  it.  lit  \\>  nl  (uU  and  collected 
some  sticks,  made  a  L;()od  llie,  and  then  asked  Mrs. 
llart  if  she  had  anything;- to  eat  in  the  house.  vShe 
re[)lied,  Not  much  -  some  potatoes."  l)o\  s,  sl\t\- 
years  a^•o,  did  not  ha\e  much  mone\',  but  John  had 
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:i  sihc.T  fo-j)cncc  half  })t'iin\'  j)iL-cc  in  liis  pockcl, 
one  lie  liad  kc|)t  foi'  a  I'Uil;-  tiiiK'.  Telling;  Mrs. 
Hart  he  w'oiiKl  ^(n)ii  return,  he  ran  (low  n  the  hill  to 
the  first  store  he  eanie  to,  and  exehant^ed  his  sih  cr 
pieee  for  some  eraekers.  These  lie  eai"ried  hack  to 
the  oKl  woman,  \\  Ikhu  he  found  sitliuL;  h\  the  tiie, 
tr\'in<^'  to  dry  her  w  et  elotliin;^'.  lla\  in!.(  now  done 
all  he  could  for  her  comfort,  he  was  ahout  to  k-a\"e, 
when  Mrs.  liart  raised  her  w  ithered  hand  and  l»ade 
him  come  to  her.  |ohn,"  sIk-  said,  'MeuKMoher 
the  words  of  an  old  woman,  w  ljo--e  ^and>  of  life 
are  almost  run.  1  should  ha\  e  died  h\'  the  hrook- 
side,  with  the  laiiL;hter  and  jeering-  I'emarks  of  tliose 
wicked  ho\ s  l  in^iuL;"  in  m\'  ear^,  had  it  not  heen  for 
you,  hut  it  has  heen  nn'  death  hlow.  I  want  \()U 
to  listen  to  what  I  am  al)oiit  to  sa\',  and  rememher 
it  is  the  prophecy  of  a  d\inL;"  woman:"" 

^'1  see  \  ()u,  as  in  a  \  ision,  i^row  im;' up  to  maidiood, 
resj)ected  h\'  all.  \'on  will  ])ecome  pros))erous; 
land  and  mone)  will  he  \-ours;  a  happ\  home,  w  ith 
w  ife  and  tdiildren  to  he  a  hles^in-j,  and  comfoit  to 
yon,  and  youi"  da\s  w  ill  hu  lon;^-  upon  the  earth; 
but  those  hoys  who  saw  uK',  stoojar,-  witli  a^e  and 
inlirmit)',  slip  on  tlie  ic\  L;-rountl,  and  instead  of 
coming-  to  my  assistance,  threw  stones,  and  derided 
me  with  laui^hter  and  seoin,  the  juduinent  of  (iod

It  was 
decided  t(j  mo\  e  her  to  a  ni(»re  comfoi'tahle  j)lacL-. 
She  was  cai  i  ied  to  a  liouse  near  1)\  ,  w  here,  w  ilhin 
two  da\  s,  slie  died. 

More  than  lift)'  }'eais  lia\  c-  pa-si-d  sinc:e  the  cUath 
of  Mrs.  Hart.  What  has  hecome  of  the  lln  ee  1h)\  s, 
whose  future  she  predicted?  Singula)-  a^  ii  ma\ 
seem,  the  prophec}'  lias  heen  fullilled. 

One,  soon  after  reachiuLi  maidiood,  committed  a 
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criminal  offense,  and  was  scntcncud  to  a  long  tciin 
in  the  state  ])rison,  wiiere  he  died  l)efore  tlie  e\]jir- 
ation  of  the  sentence. 

The  (jther  i^rew  up,  worthless  and  dissipated, 
and  liis  last  days  were  spent  in  the  poor  house. 

John,  by  liard  work,  economy  and  temperance, 
accpiiied  a  competence.  Is  now  surrounded  hy  all 
the  comforts  of  life.  A  good  wife  and  children 
make  his  declining  days  iia})p)',  and  he  is  an  hon- 
ored citizen  of  our  town. 


THE  SOLILOQUY  OF  THE  OLD  ACADEMY. 

vSurely  this  is  a  world  of  change;  when  1  look 
back  over  my  past  life,  and  recall  all  1  ha\'e  been 
through,  1  wonder  there  is  an  original  boaid  left  on 
my  frame. 

It  seldom  falls  to  tlie  lot  of  a  building,  to  e\))eri- 
ence  the  vicissitudes  that  I  ha\e.  W  hen  I  w  as  new! 
.\h,  me!  how  long  ago!  I  stood  at  the  north  nul 
of  the  \  illage,  and  was  known  as  the  rouri  house. 
To  be  sure  1  was  not  a  \  ery  handsome  building,  but 
many  far  more  elegant  ediiices  ha\e  not  sheltered 
pe(;})le  of  the  talent  and  education  1  ha\e. 

I  can  recall  with  j)ride,  the  names  of  Daniel  Web- 
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stci-,  Lc\'i  Woodbury,  Ichal)(K]  J^aillutt,  Iosc})h  W^W 
aiul  others,  wliosc  voices  ha\  c  been  licard  wilhin 
my  walls. 

I  was  not  only  used  for  a  court  house, but  aUo  for 
reliL^ious  ser\  ices  by  the  Alethodist  ^ocIet\-,  before 
their  church  was  built,  and  ha\ e  been  occupied  by 
the  Masonic  Fraternity.  It  will  not  do  for  nie  to 
rex'eal  the  remarkable  scenes  I  ha\  e  witnes^ed  (hir- 
in^i;  their  meetings,  or  I  mi<4ht  in  my  old  aL;e  ^iiare 
the  fate  of  John  Morgan. 

After  a  number  of  years,  it  was  considered  neces- 
sary to  build  a  new  cotnt  Infuse;  abcnit  thai  time 
the  i)eople  were  talking  of  starting  a  high  ^cliool, 
and  it  was  thought  best  to  com  ert  me  into  an  acad- 
emy. This  was  ilone,  and  for  sexeral  \eais  1 
\va^  used  for  that  purpose  on  the  s|;ot  abo\e  men- 
tioned. After  a  \\  bile  it  was  decided  to  remo\  e  me 
to  a  more  central  location;  accordingly  I  was  taken 
down  tlie  street,  to  the  sj)()t  w  beie  the  aiadems  now 
stands.  1  (hd  not  so  \  er)'  muc  h  mind  the  joui  iiew

On  the 
left  is  tlie  [*ih)t  raii<4"e,  tow  erliit^-  o\  er  the  imei"\  en- 
iii<^'  liills.  I'hese  moimlaiirs  ^eem  to  he  a  fa\'orite 
<^i()im(l  for  shadows,  and  from  here  ti^e  mantle  of 
spcjtted  li^lu  and  sliade  that  en\  elo})  them,  is  admii  - 
ahl)'  displaced.  In  front,  tlie  road  can  he  seen 
\\  indin<4-  alon<^  for  some  distance,  hordeied  on  either 
side  with  pleasant,  homelike  lookini^  h(ui'>es.  On 
the  li^ht  are  tlie  undulating,;-  meadows  of  Israel's 
ri\  er,  w  liose  circuitous  course  can  he  ea^il)'  traced 
throuj^ii  the  g'reen  \'erdure,  h)'  tlie  trees  and  hushes 
that  o^erhan^-  its  l)anks.  d'his  little  \'allev  i^^  one 
of  the  j)leasantest  j)laces  in  Lancaster  shut  in  on 
either  side  hy  hills,  piled  toi;ether  in  e\  er\  wa)'  tiiat 
is  })icttiresque. 

We  soon  pass  on  our  left,  the  I'reeman  place," 
ori<;inall)'  tlie  home  of  Samuel  Wdiite,  fathei"  of 
Nathaniel  Wdiite,  w  ho  left  liis  home  at  an  eai  l\  a^e, 
foi-  Ooncoi'd,  N.  II.  AirixiuL;  there  with  <)id\  (^ne 
shilling-  in  his  j)ockel,  hy  iadiislry,  econom\  and 
tempeiance,  he  accum'dated  a  lai^e  fortune. 

We  dri\e  alon^'  the  smootli,  liard  load,  j)assin^, 
on  the  left  hy  the  Weeks  j)lace,"  a  lon;^-  row  of 
tamarack  trees,  w  hich  were  set  out  many  years  ago 
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by  Mr.  1  Iciniiiinwa y,  a  f(M  incr  ow  ner  of  llic  place. 
On  our  ri^'lit  is  the  Utile  brick  house,  known  for 
inan\'  }-ears  as  the  "  \\'liip})le  place.''  Tlie  brick- 
yard, which  used-to  be  on  the  o[j})o^ite  side  of  the 
road,  has  disap[)careil. 

On  we  go,  passing"  tlie  pleasant  homes  of  the 
Spauldings,  crossing  the  briilgc  o\er  the  gieat 
])rook,"  we  ascend  the  hill  b\-  the  Smith  place." 
(_)n  the  right  is  a  cliarming  \iew  of  Mt.  brospecl 
and  IMeasant,  and  the  farm-houscs  and  orchards,  on 
the  south  road  leading  to  Jefferson. 

Passing  the  Stalbird  and  Sa\age  [)laces,  we  ar- 
ri\'e  at  tlie  Cuminings  farm,"  where  the  i-oad 
cur\'es  to  tlie  left.  ()n  tlie  right  is  a  grand  and  e.\- 
tensi\e  view.  Heyond  the  swells  and  rolls  of  land, 
JeiTerson  Alills  is  seen,  some w  hat  to  the  left  are  the 
houses  of  Jeffers(jn  Hill,  and  rising  aboxe  .dl,  the 
glistening  summits  of  the  White  .\b)untains. 

The  north  joad  can  be  seen  the  \\  h(.)le  distance, 
ami  ihe  clearetl  land,  patches  of  giain  and  ct)rn  on 
the  slope  and  ba^e  of  tlic  Pilol  r  ingc,  all  making  a 
beautiful  landscape  picture  i»t

IJefore  leaching  the     Slillmgs  place,"  tlie  road  is 
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bordered  on  eitlier  side  for  soniu  distance  willi  lieau- 
tifnl  maple  trees.  W hoe\  er  })lanted  lhen;i,  deser\'es 
to  he  gratefully  renieni])ered.  Lea\  ini;  I  he  road  to 
lefferson,  we  are  on  tlie  direct  w  a\'  around  tlie 
(jore. 

Very  soon  we  enter  one  of  the  most  heautiful 
pieces  of  woods  in  Lancaster.  Tlie  road,  w  hile  ami 
hard,  stretches  away  like  tlie  aisle  of  a  cathech'al, 
and  is  lost  heneatli  tlie  leaf  \-  arclies  of  maple  and 
heech. 

l]nierL;"in^-  from  this  loN'cly  place,  and  ciossiiiL,^  a 
little  hridj^e  that  spans  another  portion  of  the  <;reat 
brook,  (jarland's  mills  are  seen  on  the  left,  and  we 
[)resently  pass  a  neat  cottaL;e  house,  recentU  erected 
by  E.  C.  (Jarhmd,  who  is  experimenting  in  liatch- 
ini^-  chickens  by  artificial  incubation. 

l)ri\in<4"  on,  we  [)reseiitly  pass  a  beautiful  ma])le 
^rox  e  on  the  hillside  at  tlie  left,  know  n  as  Pilot 
Ilei^^lits  (iro\e,''  a  faxoiite  j)iace  for  picnics. 

On  the  rii^ht,  l  ie\ond  t  he  cul t  i \  ated  land,  are  acres 
of  prime\  al  forest,  as  )'et  untouched  b\  the  ax  ol  ih<.' 
woodman.  .\])o\e  and  btAond  these  woods,  TeicN 
Peaks  and  Cape  Horn  are  boMly  outlined  against 
the  sky. 

i^assing-  the  Plaisted  and  Stockwell  farms,  we 
hear  the  hum  of  a  saw-mill,  and  \  ei'\  soon  we  see 
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on  the  ri^fht  Stock wclTs  mills  and  the  (jr:ni<^c. 
iXnother  mile  hi  in^^s  ns  into  the  "-^  out  ca^t  \(k\(\ 
just  by  the  Week's  place."  k^om  heie  we  return 
on  the  same  load  ])'\'  which  we  left  tlu'  \  illa^f,  and 
iinish  our  delightful  dri\  e,  just  as

THE  FARRAR  HOUSE  MYSTERY 

The  house  in  wln'ch  llie  following;-  remarkal»le 
e\  ent  occurred,  was  situated  (-n  thu  s[)ot  \\  hrre  tlie 
Catholic  pars(jna<^"e  now  stands,  and  w  as  know  n  as 
the  Fai  rar  house. 

It  is  only  a  few  }'ears  since  this  house,  w  hich  was 
a  larLie  two-stor)'  huildint^",  was  taken  (low  n,  and 
there  are  many,  iH)W  lix  iuL;  in  tow  n,  w  ho  knew  the 
J'^n  rar  family,  hut  as  far  as  1  kia\  e  keen  ahk-  to  as- 
certain, tile  onl\'  one  now  li\  in^  in  tlie  \  illa^u.  w  ln) 
was  iiere  in  i8uS,  the  \  ear  in  w  hich  tlii^  incident 
transj)ired,  is  JMrs,  Alk  n  vSuiilh,  w  ho  was  a  L^iii  of 
ei<^hteen  at  that  time,  and  w  as  teachiuL;  school  hei  e. 
vShe  was  familiar  with  the  w  hole  affair,  and  I  am 
indehted  to  her  for  the  follow  im;  account. 

At  the  time  1  am  w  riting  of,  this  house  w  as  ocxai- 
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pietl  l)y  Deacon  Farrar  and  wife,  a  youn<^-  man  hy 
name  of  George  Kil)h}',  a  relali\  e  cjf  Mrs.  Farrar's, 
and  a  yoniig  girl,  Hannah  Nule,  who  assisted  Mrs. 
I'^nrar  al)()nl  the  housework.  She  w  as  a  sniaU, 
dehcale  looking  girl,  wilh  very  l)ietl\  hlne  e)es, 
and  l)r(Avn  hair. 

Deacon  i^'arrar,  as  his  name  indicates,  \va>  deacon 
of  tiie  Congregational  churcli,  a  law  yer  1)V  profes- 
sion, and  IkkI  for  some  years  heen  clerk  (jf  the  court. 
He  was  a  smidl,  sj)are  man,  \er\-  agreeahle  and 
pleasant  in  his  manners.  liesides  discliarging  his 
duties  as  (.leacon,  lie  was  also  a  mend)er(jf  the  choir, 
and  played  U})<jn  a  very  large  hass  \  iol. 

Mis.  I'airar  was  a  tall,  thin  woman,  wilh  dark 
hair,  which  slie  wore  ai  ranged  in  little  curls  at  each 
side  of  her  face;  and  she  al\va\s  wore  a  turhan- 
shapeil  cap,  wdiich  gave  her  a  \  er\'  majestic  a})pLar- 
ance.  »Slic  was  \  ery  ilignilicd  in  her  manners,  and 
a  little  inclined  to  he  ai  istocratic ;  hut  a  most  excel- 
lent w  (jman,  and  a  de\  out  memhcr   of  the  ciun'ch. 

liamiah  Xute  occupied  a  hedioom  on  the  ground 
lloor  and  opening  out  of  llie  kilclu  ii,  tlic  her  mem- 
hers  of  the  famil\  sle])t  uj)-.staiis.  (  )ne  night  llan- 
nah  was  awakened  hy  heai  ing  a  loud  i;ip  under 
her  hed.

Spauldin^-,  the  orii;inal 
owner  of  this  farm,  was  the  son  of  Mrs.  l''lie])e 
vSpauKling",  a  woman  renowned  ftn"  her  coui  a^e  and 
determination.  The  old  house  is  only  a  ruin,  and 
the  land  is  owned  1)\  Mr. -Horace  llolton  and  oth- 
ers. Of  the  once  lai"^e  orchard,  onl)'  a  few  trees  re- 
main, and  there  is  hut  little  to  inchcate  that  tliis  was 
once  a  thrifty  farm.  Just  hevond  the  old  hotise  is  a 
<^reat  ilat  rock,  extendini^"  neai"l\'  across  the  roael; 
jirst  here  we  will  lea\e  the  carriaLj,e,  and  fasten  our 
iiorse  to  the  fence,  henealh  the  shade  oi  an  oKl  ap- 
[)letree;  then  passing;"  throu;^h  some  hars  on  the 
riL;lit,  we  walk  ahout  thirty  rvnls  tln'oii^h  the  field 
to  a  sli<^lit  elevation.  Ah!  does  not  lliis  L;rand  \  iew 
repay  us?  In  the  f oreL;roimd,  we  look  down  upon 
thousands  of  acres  of  primexal  forest,  he\()nd  that 
we  see  the  (ioie,  Lo^t  Nation,  New  I'riuKx,  or 
l^u'ks'  Mills,  and  i^isln;^-  al)o\eall,  like  a  L;"rand  fiame 
for  this  heantiful  ))icture,  is  the  Pilot  rami,c,  llec  ked 
with  shadows  from  the  soft  w  hite  clouds  lloatiiiL; 
al)o\e  it.  The  cleared  land  and  fields  of  \cllo\v 
L;"rain,   extendin^^-  in  some   places    half    wa\  up  the 
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inouiUain  sides,  the  farm  houses  aiul  uiiUs,  all  con- 
trast pleasaiitlv  with  the  uiihruken  forest.  Tweii- 
t\-li\e  yeai"s  a^^c;,  w  hi  ere  we  now  look  (low  u  U}>on 
thirty  farms,  tliere  had  not  a  eleariii;^  heen  made, 
and  the  c)nl\'  inhabitants  w  ere  woK  es  and  hears. 
Turning  to  the  right,  we  see  Mts.  Trc^^pect  and 
Pleasant,  Stehhins  I  lill,  1  Iod-d(Mi  llilhand  -et  a 
<^^limpse  of  the  houses  of  tlie  \  illa«4e  in  the  \  alle\ 
below .  To  the  left,  seemingh  alnn^st  w  itliin  onr 
reach,  are  the  Perc\  Peaks  and  Ml.  L\-on.  h'rom 
this  point  the  land  in  thirteen  tow  ns  can  he  s^-cn. 
Peltictantly  w'e  ttn  naw  ay  fi'om  tliis  charmrnL;' pio>- 
pect,  and  are  soon  driving"  on.  (jiass  is  j^rowingin 
the  road,  indicating;'  tliat  it  is  not  much  tra\  eled,  and 
blackberry'  l)uslies,  loaded  w  ith  Itrscious  fi  uil,  hend 
temptin<4ly  near  us.  ^Vi'chiuL;'  ])ou<^hs  of  golden  n»d, 
and  bunches  of  purple  asters,  and  elder  l>l(;om,  light 
up  the  side,  and  glow  in  |)atches  in  the  fields. 

The  land  either  side  of  tla-  road  is  rugged  antl 
rock\-,  ])Ut  occasionalU  we  pass  a  li^'ld  (d  ual^  or 
ccn  n,  charming  in  contrast  w  it  hi  the  rugged  scenei  \ 
its  side.  ()\er  hill  and  down  dale  we  go.  tl  n<  >ugh 
a  wonderful  wel)  of  light  and  shade,  with  a  glimi)^e 
now  and  again  of  far  off  mountain  peak^,  or  imdu- 
iating  ranges  of  hills,  until  dri\  ing  dow  n  a  liill  ralhei 
steepen"  than  an\-  j')re\ ious,  we  come  out  on  to  the 
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\ Oi  tluimhcrlaiul  road,  al)t)\  c  llic  i  a il  r( »a(l  cr(>>s- 
iiil;.  turn  to  the  left,  aiul  find   (Hn>Ll\L'>  on  a 

sniootli,  1l'\c1  road,  and  L;ct  a  ;^;linij)sc  of  the  sil\cr\' 
L^lcaiu in«^-  of  tlic  C(jnnueticnt  throuL;!)  the  trees  on 
the  riL;"ht.  \^erv  soon  we  enter  tlie  pine  woods  and 
inliale  the  delightful  pincy  odor  fi(ini  tlie  tree>. 
Soon  we  [)ass  on  the  left  the  home  of  L'a[)lain 

l)eattie,  and  a  little  farther  on  at  the  the 
Hellows  IMaee,''  now  (ns  ned  diptain  ULattie. 
The  old  hoirse,  tliat  has  heen  the  sc  ene  of  man)' 
happv  gathering's  and  nierr\  niaLinL;s,  w  as  fa>i  lall- 
ini^-  into  a  (lila])idated  eondition,  hut  ha>  heen  thor- 
oiighl)'  rej)aired  \)\  the  present  o\\  ner. 

\\  c  recall  tlie  delight ful  \iew^  alTorded  h\'  this 
dri\  e,  w  e  re;^ret  tliat  the  road  is  not  in  a  more  fa\ - 
orahle  condition,  if  it  w  as,  we  are  nuic  lhi^  would 
hecome  one  of  the  fa\orile  dri\e.^  in  this  \  icinil\.
